Corner originally set as a post in 1820 by John Hendricks with the following witnesses: 14" beech bearing N 29 E 34
links and a 12" sugar bearing S 16 E 14 links (Marion County Atlas p. 13). A survey by D.B.Hasbrook on December
18, 1850 indicates no stone but the following original witnesses were found plus these: 30" elm bearing S 51 W 35
links and a 12" beech bearing S 59 W 55 links (Franklin Legal Book p. 45). Corner was referenced by Monroe on
12/8/1959 and called a set stone 6” down and steel pin directly above it. Corner referenced by McLand on 1/3/68
and called a steel pin over stone 6” down. Corner referenced by SeFranka on 5/27/70 and called a steel pin over
stone 6” down. Corner referenced by Marendt on 6/26/86 and called a R.R. spike found 4' west of centerline and
stone 6” down. Corner referenced by Whiteside on 1/6/94 and called a R.R. spike 4' west of centerline and stone

6” down. Corner referenced by Kiste on 10/26/1998 and called a R.R. spike 4' west of centerline and stone 6” down.
Corner referenced by Wilcoxen on 12/3/2002 and called a found survey marker nail. Corner referenced by Wilcoxen
on 8/14/07 and called a survey marker nail. Corner referenced by Greene on 7/21/09 and called a survey marker nail.
